He  went  on  to  characterize  the 
late  Afro  leader  as  a great  man 
who  had  a great  love  for  his 
country. 

“I  think  those  who  would 
categorize  Martin  Luther  King  as  a 
communist-no,  I won’t,”  the 
Afro  leader  trailed  off. 

He  further  admitted  that  he 
“wrestlki”  whether  to  come  to 
BYU  or  not,  though  invited  over  a 
year  ago  — before  Anit-BYU 
protests. 

“I  decided  that  I must;  I want 
you  to  hear  a voice,”  Dr.  Sullivan 
said,  “to  tell  you  what  the 
problems  are  all  about  and  why 


those  black  athletes  acted  the  way 
they  did.” 

To  the  question,  “What  can 
students  do?”  the  Zion  Baptist 
minister  outlined  four  possibilities 
for  help. 

“I  think  this  school  has  an 
identity  with  mission  causes,” 
Sullivan  noted  in  explaining  how 
students  and  the  University  might 
use  their  manpower  and  resources 
to  help  in  the  “concentrated 
community.” 

He  felt  that  something  must 
come  out  of  American  churches 
and  universities  to  help  on  the 
American  scene.  To  help  with  his 
Opportunity  Industrialization 
Centers,  Reverend  Sullivan  urged 
“more  utilization  of  your  spirit  of 
mission.” 

Resources  are  needed  for 
Sullivan’s  efforts  to  develop  black 
capitalism.  He  felt  that  BYU, 
blacks  and  the  country  as  a whole 
would  benefit  from  more 
contributions  and  support  for 
black  investment.

Set  Of  Rare  Volumes 
Acquired  By  Library 

A gift  of  $143,000  to  pay  for  the  acquisition  of  a unique  Victorian 
literary  collection  has  been  received  by  the  BYU  Library  from  Roy  B. 
Christensen,  a 1959  graduate  and  president  of  Beverly  Enterprises. 

Obtained  recently  from  San  Francisco  antiquarian  book  dealer  David 
Magee,  the  Victoria  R.I.  collection  contains  nearly  3,000  volumes  of 
rare  first  editions,  author’s  presentation  copies  and  mint-condition 
volumes. 

There  has  also  been  a great  response  from  other  universities  to  this 
acquisition.  The  library  director  at  the  University  of  Chicago  said  that 
now  he  will  have  to  come  to  Provo  to  enjoy  “these  treasures.” 

Three  Parts 

The  first  two  parts  were  delivered  to  BYU  in  the  summer  of  1968, 
and  the  last  1,000  volumes  of  the  collection  will  be  given  in  January. 

They  were  presented  to  the  director  of  BYU  libraries,  Donald  K. 
Nelson,  who  said  the  collection  “helps  all  the  departments  because  it 
upgrades  the  stature  of  the  entire  library.” 

Earlier  this  year,  Mr.  Christensen  gave  the  University  1,000  shares  of 
stock  valued  at  $80,000,  presented  a gift  of  rare  Western  and  Mormon 
historical  books  to  the  library  and  in  September  donated  $25,000 
toward  the  university’s  new  22,000-seat  basketball  arena  and  Activities 
Center  to  be  completed  in  1971. 

Dr.  Gordon  N.  Ray,  recognized  as  the  world’s  leading  authority  on 
Victorian  literature,  described  the  collection  as  being  the  most 
substantial  and  important  to  be  assembled  by  a book  dealer  in  many 
years. 

Collector  Magee’  traveled  extensively  in  Europe  for  five  years  putting 
the  Victorian  collection  together. 

The  new  collection  contains  books,  plays,  speeches,  essays,  poems, 
ballads,  printer’s  proofs  and  private  letters  from  many  famous  writers 
during  Britain’s  “Golden  Age”  of  literature. 

Hi^lights  of  the  collection  are  first  editions  of  Thomas  Hardy’s  set 
of  novels  and  poems,  Fitzgerald’s  Rubaiyat  of  Omar  Khayyam,  nearly 
all  the  works  of  Oscar  Wilde  and  five  copies  of  Dicken’s  works  bearing 
presentation  inscriptions  autographed  by  the  author.

Editor, 

Regarding  the  publicized 
incident  of  harassment  of 
University  of  Utah  student 
officers  at  the  U of  U game,  by 
members  of  the  Sportsmen  club, 
(THE  DAILY  UNIVERSE,  Nov. 
25,  1969): 

We  have  met  with  observers  and 
representatives  of  the 
“Sportsmen”  club  and  are 
satisfied  that  the  alleged  incidents 
arose  naturally  out  of  the  heat  of 
rivalry,  and  were  not 
premeditated  intimidation  on  the 
part  of  ANY  campus  organization. 
We  further  realize  that  there  were 
other  BYU  students  involved,  not 
members  of  Sportsmen,  whose 
acts  may  have  been  regarded  as 
threatening  to  the  U of  U 
representatives;  for  this  we  can 
only  apologize. 

I attach  the  following  official 
statement  from  the  Sportsmen, 
which  was  sent  to  the  University 
of  Utah  student  officers:  “With 
reference  to  the  alleged 
harassment  incident  at  the 
University  of  Utah  game,  we 
would  like  to  make  it  known  that 
the  actions  on  our  part  were  not 
intended  as  malicious,  but  were  in 
the  spirit  of  good,  clean  rivalry. 
We  are  sorry  for  any  personal 
embarrassment  caused  to  you,  and 
also  that  the  incidents  were 
interpreted  as  being  threatening  to 
the  members  of  your  group.” 

We,  as  members  of  the  ASBYU 
Executive  Council,  must  assume  a 
part  of  the  responsibility  for 
allowing  representatives  from  the 
U of  U to  sit  among  BYU 
students,  when  it  was  clearly 
foreseeable  that  the  traditionally 
heated  rivalry  would  result  in  such 
confrontations.  In  the  future,  it 
would  be  much  wiser  to  allow 
visiting  student  officers  to  sit  with 
their  respective  cheering  sections. 

It  should  also  be  known  that 
Sportsmen  constituted  a part  of 
the  force  which  successfully 
defended  the  Y from  the 
traditional  deluge  of  red  paint 
from  the  north.  They,  together 
with  other  CAB  groups  (Samuel 
Hall,  CAS,  Young  Men,  Delta  Phi 
Kappa,  Norsemen,  etc.)  and  the 
Inter-collegiate  Knights,  donated 
literally  thousands  of  man-hours 
in  24-hour-a-day  shifts  to  protect 
the  campus  during  Anti-Red 
week.  It  would  indeed  be 
unfortunate  (and  unfair)  if  one 
misunderstanding  were  to 
overshadow  the  unselfish  hours  of 
service  granted  to  the  University 
by  these  groups.

It 
was  therefore  eliminated. 

Second,  and  perhaps  more 
important,  the  students  of  BYU 
are  significantly  impressed  with 
the  idea  that  the  sophomores  and 
freshmen,  at  least,  need  to  have 
representation  of  some  kind  on 
the  Executive  Council.  Therefore, 
the  amendment  proposing  a type 
of  representation  on  the  council 
for  these  students  was  passed. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  two 
amendments  cancelled  themselves 
out.  This  has  produced  a situation 
in  which  only  the  freshmen  will 
be  represented  on  the  council,  and 
only  those  who  proposed  the 
elimination  of  class  government 
will  have  their  majority  wants 
supplied.  Those  who  supported 
class  representation  will  not  have 
their  way,  even  though  they,  too, 
were  in  the  majority. 

Obviously,  if  there  is  any 
sincerity  or  belief  in  popular 
consent  in  the  ASBYU  student 
government,  a solution  will  have 
to  be  instituted  which 
accomodates  both  amendments.  I 
suggest  that  each  of  the  classes  be 
empowered  to  elect  a 
representative  to  the  Executive 
Council  whose  purpose  will  be  to 
represent  the  class  to  which  he 
belongs.  This  person  would  have 
the  responsibility  to  poll  as  many 
members  of  the  class  as  possible 
to  understand  and  formulate,  as 
much  as  possible,  a general 
opinion,  taking  into  account  the 
opinions  of  the  people  which  he, 
or  someone  working  for  him,  has 
contacted.  This  would  serve  not 
only  to  satisfy  the  hunger  for 
representation  on  the  council 
which  the  referendum  manifests, 
but  also  to  bring  the  workings  of 
the  student  government  closer  to 
the  BYU  student.

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Orchesis  Provokes  Imagination

Last  night  a mind-expanding, 
thought-provoking  explosion  took 
place  in  the  Richards  P.E.  Bldg. 
Orchesis,  the  avante  garde  modern 
dance  troupe  of  BYU,  presented 
their  Fall  concert  that  has  bigger 
than  life  possibilities. 

During  the  summer  and  early 
part  of  the  year,  these  imaginative 
students  create  their  own 
numbers.  As  the  time  of  the 
concert  approaches  numbers  are 
eliminated  until  there  is  a core  of 
the  most  creative  dances.  To  these 
four  t4;ack  stereo  and  creative 
lighting  are  added. 

The  choreographer  is  to  the 
dance  what  a playwrite  is  to  the 
play.  Dances  are  demanding  and 
exhausting  both  to  the  performers 
and  choreographer.  However, 
because  each  dance  is  new  and  has 
never  been  performed  before, 
there  is  always  a revitalization  of 
the  dancers. 

Spontaneous 

Possibly  the  most  outstanding 
dance  performed  in  this  concert 
was  the  “Wrapping  Touching 
Grabbing  Clutching,”  which  is  a 
dance  of  spontaneity.  There  is 
fascinating  movement  as  well  as 
weird  effects,  such  as  the  use  of 
human  arms  that  creep  up  from 
under  the  base  of  the  black 
curtains  on  the  floor.  The  eerie 
music  is  great.  Stan  Gibb,  a young 
composer  put  his  composition 
through  a synthesizer  and 
produced  a massive  electronic 
sound. 

“Re-entry”  choreographed  by 
Caroline  Prohosky  is  a returning 
from  dreams,  strange  visits, 
distant  orbits  and  wings  of  the 
stage.  It  is  an  experiment  in  time 
and  locomotion.  The  effects  of 
strobe  lighting  add  another 
dimension  in  the  mood  and 
reflection  of  space. 

Not  StiU 

Baroque  Variations,  like  Bach’s 
music,  doesn’t  stand  still  for  a 
moment  even  though  there  is 
slightly  too  much  repetitious 
motife  movement.  The  dance  still 
comes  off  effectively  because  of 
the  use  of  groupings  and  flowing 
entrances  and  exits. 

Silent  Rhythms  is  unique  to  the

show  and  concert  dance  because 
of  the  void  of  music.  The  main 
objective  of  this  dance  is  to 
produce  rhythm  patterns  through 
a visual  sense  rather  than  the  more 
usual  auditory  sense.  The  rythms 
are  observed  in  the  pulse  and 
phrasing  of  the  shapes  and 
formations  of  the  dancers  in 
space. 


This  dance  concert  is  one  of  the 
most  creative  events  to  occur  on 
this  campus  this  year.  Even  if  one 
knows  nothing  of  dance  he  may 
find  this  an  entertaining  as  well  as 
esthetic  experience. 

The  show  will  play  Friday  at 
2:15  and  8:15  and  Saturday  at 
8:15  at  185  Richards  P.E. 
Building.
